F RIENDS is more than just TV’s most popular show. It is also different from every 
other show in the history of television. 

Don’t believe it? 

Allow me to spell out the ways in which FRIENDS differs from every series that has gone before: 
• There is no ’star" of the show. All six cast-members of the show are equals in every way. 

• All six of the actors of the show receive exactly the same paycheck every 
week. 



• No actor has ever tried to quit the show. There have never been any cast 
changes with the six primary characters 

• No attempt has ever been made 
to spin off any of the characters from 
FRIENDS characters into his or her 
own show. 

These are just a few of the things that 
make FRIENDS the unique, high-quality, 
entertaining series it is today. 

Of course, the show didn't seem that 
special when it first started out. 

Shortly after FRIENDS came on the 
air, some dismissed it as being just a 
copy of SEINFELD. After all, both 
shows follow the exploits of a group of 
singles who hang out in a Manhattan > 
coffee shop. 

But if FRIENDS was nothing more 
than a SEINFELD clone, how does that 
explain the failure of every other show 
that imitatedthe same formula? The list 
of failures is endless: CAROLINE IN 
THE CITY, SUDDENLY SUSAN, THE 
SINGLE GUY, BOSTON COMMON, IT’S 
LIKE YOU KNOW, etc., etc. 

No, there has to be something else 
about FRIENDS that made the show

such a hit. FRIENDS succeeded because 
it slowly worked its way into our hearts. 

The characters took on lives of their own. 
They became real people we cared 
about ..people we looked forward to 
spending time with each 
week. 

And it did it so by quietly 
blazing new trails. | 

Consider this: 

There has never been a 
“break-out” character on 
FRIENDS, nor has any 
attempt ever been made to 
create one. 

Typically, networks like to 
have one strong character 
that they can promote. It 
makes it easier to push a 
show when there is one 
superstar you can rally 
behind. 

Look at a show like HAPPY 
DAYS, where Fbnzie was a minor support¬ 
ing character in the first season. In the sec 
ond season, ABC had the brainstorm of 
pumping up Fbnzie’s role on the show, and 
the show quickly rose to #1. 

FRIENDS is different. The focus on 
FRIENDS is constantly shifting, as the 
characters grow and change. Ross and 
Rachel might be in the spotlight one week, 
and Monica and Chandler, the next. 

And then there's that point about each 
actor on FRIENDS being paid the exact 
same amount of money, With all the egos 
involved in show business, this is perhaps 
the most amazing innovation of all. 

Early in the show's run, the cast made a 
decision that all negotiations would be done

together, as a group - one for all and 
all for one. This is a radical idea in 
Hollywood - a show where no actor 
demands to be treated better than the 
others. There are no star trips here! 

FRIENDS is the rare example of a 
show where the actors know how lucky 
they are to have found the perfect job. 
Usually TV actors want to escape to 
movies. But the FRIENDS crew is 
smart enough to know that none of 
them is a big enough star to make it in 
the movies (and God knows they’ve 
tried). TV is where they belong. 

When the series began, they just 
were a bunch of actors who were hired 
to play friends; a happy accident was 
that they wound up becoming friends 
in real life;- ' 

TV history is littered with stars who 
either left their shows or walked off for 
lengthy contract negotiations. You 


don’t see any of the FRIENDS gang 
pulling a stunt like that. 

As for my claim that no other show 
has ever had a cast of six main charac¬ 
ters, all of them equally important to 
the success of the show... there are a 
few shows that came dose. 

SEINFELD had four primary char¬ 
acters, but there was a big difference; 
the name of the show was “SEIN¬ 
FELD." It was about Jerry first, and 
the other characters were secondary. 

It was Jerry’s show. He eo-created it, 
based on his stand-up comedy. He was 
the central character, and most of the 
plots revolved around him. 

I LOVE LUCY is a show that had 
four main characters, and retained the 
same cast through its entire run. But 
it was Lucille Ball’s show. 

THE HONEYMOONERS went 
through several cast changes over the

course of its run. Different actress¬ 
es played TVixie and Alice in vari¬ 
ous different incarnations of the 
show. And not all HONEYMOON¬ 
ERS were created equal. Ralph 
and Ed were very prominent, Alice 
was certainly a major character, 
but Norton's wife Trixie was rarely 
in the spotlight, if ever. 

So FRIENDS does have the 
unique distinction for a hit sitcom - 
- there is no one character that the 
success of the show depends on. If 
you took away one of the 
FRIENDS, you still have a solid 
show with five equally entertaining 
characters. 

The cast of FRIENDS is so lik¬ 
able that they are able to compen¬ 
sate for sometimes weak gags or 
uninspired plots. It is a testament 
to the actors that we enjoy watch¬ 
ing them even when sometimes 
the writing on the show is less 
than top-notch. 

Although FRIENDS has 
strong similiarities to SEIN¬ 
FELD, there is another NBC 
show that it is much closer to: 
CHEERS. 

CHEERS pioneered the idea 
of storylines that build to a cli¬ 
max at the end of each season. 
Focusing initially on the up-and- 
down, hot-android romance of 
Sam and Diane, CHEERS per¬ 
fected the formula of building 
viewer interest in mismatched 
relationships over the course of 
a season, peaking with a 
eliffhanger, and leaving viewers 
eager to return in the fall to see 
what happens next. 

I LOVE LUCY introduced the 
idea of a storyline that runs for a 
whole season (Lucy and the 
gang’s trip to California, the 
birth of Little Ricky), but this 
was in the days beforfe cliffhang- 
ers were in effect. 

There is one other thing that 
FRIENDS and CHEERS have in 
common: CHEERS was part of 
NBC’s original “Must-See TV" 
line-up. It is regarded as one of 
TV’s all-time greatest sitcoms. 

Years from now, FRIENDS 
will be looked on the same way. 

It is part of the proud tradition of 
great TV sitcoms. 

When FRIENDS goes off the 
air at the end of next season, we 
will be losing more than just a 
great sitcom - we will be losing 
some of our best friends. 

But there is no need to worry - 
- the FRIENDS theme song 
promises that the characters 
will always “be there for you" - 
and through the magic of syndi¬ 
cation, they always will be.
